Long. has ‘the public awalted 
eross-ocean flying, looking for 
“Atlantic ‘crossings as the “Hirst 
Service; since, that ocean promises 
the greatest amount of air traffic, 
Somewhat Startling, then, is the 
news, of' a transpacifie service an- 
nounced ag ready to start opera~ 
tlons within a few months. Pan 
American Une, already running 
‘regular services to South Americd 
ind heavy stockholder in Chinese 
alrways spreading fanlike through 
China was: about to connect 
émerica with its Chinese fan. 

Its “-clipper ship” type of plane 
recently completed, had proved it- 
self capable of the long over-water 
hops such a’ service would require. 
While no route.was announced, it 
is expected’ that Honolulu would, be 
the first port of call, followed ‘by 
4 stop at Wake Island or Guam, 
then to the Phillppines and thence 
to China, First service would carry 
malls and express until regular, 
fights made passenger carrying 
advisable. 

But the company Itself. did not 
announce. the service. It came
